Interstate Commerce commission re- 
ported Friday'..that "malicious tam- 
pering" with Ihe tracks caused the 
derailment of<the Southern Pacific's 
streamline train "City of San Fran- 
cisco" near Hafriey, Nevada, August 
li. Nine passengers and 15 dining 
car employes were killed In the 
crash. 
in addition, 99 passengers and 14 


employes were injured. 


The commission said the evidence 


showed the train was not moving in 
excess of • the 'maximum authorized 
s|>eed of 60 miles an hour when it 
was derailed. 


"The train was riding smoothly 


and there was-no indication of de- 
fective equipment," the commission 
said. 


"Prior to arrival at the point of 


derailment the brack was structur- 
ally sound, maintained in excellent 
condition, and the automatic block 
signals were displaying proper_int 
dlcatlons. 


"Upon entering the curve on which 


the accident occurred,.: the engine- 
man saw an object about 300 feet 
distant, .which later was found to be 
a tumbleweed, lying on the south or 
high rail of the curve. When the 
train reached .that point the front 
truck became derailed and the en- 
gineman thought that a rock had

On Citizenship 


Harrisburg, Dec 30 (AP) 
Motor­ 
ists applying for 1940 driver licenses 
may ignore the question on their 
application blanks relating to citi­ 
zenship. 
Charles M. Dougherty, director of 
the bureau of m otor vehicles, ex­ 
plained today th a t employes issuing 
(lie new driver cards have been in­ 
structed to disregard the question: 
“Are you an American citizen?” 
The question was printed on the 
applications as a result of the 1939 
legislature’s enactm ent 
of a 
law 
requiring practically all alien re.si- 
d( tits of the commonwealth to reg­ 
ister with the state Department of 
Labor and Industry, and carry reg­ 
istration cards. One of die penalties 
tor failure to register would have 
been refusal of automobile owners’ 
and drivers* licenses. 
However, a 
three-judge federal 
court at Scranton recently held the 
law* was unconstitutional. The state 
is appealing to the United States 
Supreme court.

BLAMES WRECK 
ON TAMPERING 
WITH RJI TRACKS 


Washington. Dec. 30 (AP).—The 
Interstate Commerce commission re­ 
ported Friday that ‘malicious tam­ 
pering” with the tracks caused the 
derailment of the Southern Pacific’s 
streamline train “City of San Fran­ 
cisco” near Harney, Nevada, August 
12. 
Nine passengers and 15 dining 
car employes were killed in the 
crash. 
In addition. 99 passengers and 14 
employes were injured. 
The commission said the evidence 
showed the train was not moving in 
excess of the maximum authorized 
sjxed of 60 miles an hour when it 
was derailed. 
“The train was riding smoothly 
and there was no indication of de­ 
fective equipment,” the commission 
said. 
“Prior to arrival at the point of 
derailment the track was structur­ 
ally sound, maintained in excellent 
condition, and the automatic block 
signals were displaying proper in­ 
dications. 
“Upon entering the curve on which 
the accident occurred, the engine- 
man saw an object about 300 feet 
distant, which later was found to be 
a tumbleweed, lying on the south or 
high rail of the curve. 
When the 
train reached that point the front 
truck became derailed aud the en- 
gineman thought that a rock had 
tx en struck. 
"Subsequent examination of th** 
ti ack disclosed that on the south 
rail the angle liars had been removed 
from a joint located 169.5 feet east 
of bridge (No.) 518 54 and the angle 
bars. 
bolts, 
nuts and 
tight-lock 
washers were lying adjacent to the 
disconnected 
rail. 
Apparently 
a 
wrench had been used to remove the 
nuts, as none of the bolts was cut 
or broken .”
